An association acting under tbe 
name of "Lake County Tax Payers 
AsBociation (not incorporated)'* is mak- 
ing an elTort to iiitercst the taxpayers 
•of this county in a move to fight what 
they term "illegal taxation/' They 
^ogree to examine and audit any tax 
'bill, and to resist payment of the por- 
tion thereof which attorneys may term 
illegal. The fee for this service is 
:$1.00fDrea(!h$100 or fraction thereof 
■assessed, up to $300 and a flat sum of 
^5.00 where the taxes assesBcd /exceed 
5300. Then if the taxes are reduced 
the attorneys in charge aVe to receive 
25 per cent of whatever la saved the 
Jtax ^ayer, \t. 

This id^a evidently grew out of the 
•aucccBs attained last year -by a number 
•of the residsntB of Waukcgan in flghting 
an 18 per cent Increase in taxes, their 
victory having been gained by the fact 
that the Board of Review was two days 
Jate in sending out its formal notices. , 

The advertisihg matter further indi- 
cates that the intention Is to make this 
a permanent organization, and if success 
I is attained it is easy to be seen that 
Lake county will be m a turmoil from 
■border to border every year when i*'tax 
time" rolls around. For It doesn'tmat- 
^er how large or how small one's taxes 
may be it ia just simply human nature 
to "kick." No one pays taxes because 
they want to, they simply "'dig up" 
because they have tOj and while the 
Tight.thlnking, patriotic citizen will pay 
hfs share without doing anything more 
than a llttlu ^)UmhIIng to himself, there 
is a certain elempnt who will be more 
than glad to take a chance on u legal 
buttle. 

This is the first organization of its 
kind to be launched in this purt of the 
state and It is receiving wide spread 
notoriety, the majority of which is not 
At all favorable.

Lake county to do nothing further in 
the casein question until the appelate 
court has time to review the case and 
announce Its final decisioii with refer- 
ence to a new trial or the sentence of 
the Lake county court. 

It will be remembered that Joe and 
Marie Paule. proprietors of the no- 
torious "Marie's Place" were on trial 
In Lake county court but a short time 
ago. 'ihey were found guilty of the 
charg|?s preferred against them and the 
former was aentensed to eight months 
in jail and fined $800.

This 
should' extend to the disinterment of 
the unknown body from Its grave la 
France.

Road Builders to Ask Aid of Congress 

CONGItESS will be urged, according 
to llie program formulated by the 
Amorlcnn lloud Builders' aHsaclntlon 
at Its nritlon-wlde good roads congress 
and natlomil good roads show, held In 
Chicago last month, to extend for five 
years the federal road building pro- 
gram, which, by law, terminates with 
the eloae of the government's present 
fiscal year. Congress will be urged to 
provide funds at the rate of at least 
$100,000,000 for each of the live years 
beginning .Tuly 1, 3021. 

Tlie association, which Includes In 
Its memberslilp highway olllchlls of 
the United States and Canada, to- 
gutber Willi highway engineers and 
contractors nnd manufacturers of road 
building machinery, will ask Presi- 
dent Harding to recommend to con- 
gress a broad program of* federal aid 
In highway construction.

Tears are present In the eye nt all 
times. When wc wink, a tiny drop of 
the tenr-llquid Is smeared across the 
ball of the eye nnd washes ofE par- 
ticles of dust which may have nccum- 
ulated. But when this liquid Is pro- 
duced so rapidly tJrat It cannot be 
carried off l)y the trough at the lower 
part of tlie eye, the tears overflow nnd 
run down the face.

BY U.S. STEEL 



Gain in Two Years by Great 
Corporation Has Been 
Enormous. ■ 




REAR ADMIRAL COWIE 
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Wnsliliigton. ilurcli 2.— Tlio United 
Stales Supremo court OccUled that the 
nntlprollteerlng provisions of the Le- 
ver act are unconstitutl- .nl, laiul us a 
result all governmcnit prosecutions 
penilliig against food proflteers w41l be 
dismissed. 

The court lield tlmt congress had no 
authority to enact section 4 of the Le- 
ver act, as originally enacted in 1017, 
and re-Duncted In 1010. Section 4 
sought to punish nil persons enguued 
In the production or distribution of 
food except farmers, who nuide more 
than a "fair profit," but did not dellue 
what n "fair protU" was. 

The court uiuintalned that the lan- 
guage of the section was vague and 
Iniidoanate and gave courts, and Juries 
power to set up their owii. standards 
as to when profits became excessive 
and were punishable under the 

net. 

' Chief Justice White handed down 
the decision, all of the Justices con- 
curring. Ton cases were pending be- 
fore tlie court, but the .specific decision 
was nnide in the governaieut's case 
against the L. Cohen Grocery coni- 
' r"»y, St. Louis. 

The government charged that the 
Cohen company had vlolfttod section 
4 of the Lever act "by wilfully nnd fe- 
loniously making an unjust or unrea- 
sonable rate and charge" In handling 
BUgar. 

The grocery company contended that 
the counts brought ngalnst it by the 
Department of Justice were so vague 
as not to 'inform it of the nature and 
cause of the accusation; that section 4 
of tlie Lever act was so Indeflnlte that 
it could not be told what wa^ forbid- 
den, nnd that It constituted a delega- 
■ tlon by congress of legislative power 
to courts and juries to determine what 
nets should be held to be criminal and 
punishable. Jloreover, the company 
contends the country was virtually at 
peace and that congress had no 
pow(?r to regulate profits with 
section 4. 

The Federal court In St. Louis nc- 
' quitted the Colion company nnd the 
department of Justice inunediately ap- 
pealed. 

In its decision the Supreme court 
did not pass upon the contention tliat 
the country Is at peace. 

In declaring section 4 unconstltii- 
i' llonal the Supreme court held thnt the 
section fixed no ascertainable standard 
of guilt and that It was not adtniuate 
to inform persons accused of profiteer- 
ing of the nature and cause of the ac- 
cusations brought against them by the 
government. 

"To attempt to enforce the section," 
the decision declared, "would be the 
exact equivalent of an effort to carry 
out a statute wliich in its terms mere- 
ly penalized and punished all nets det- 
rimental to the public interest, when 
unjust and unreasonable In the esti- 
mate of the court and jury." 

In Its decision the Supreme court 
made reference to "persistent efforts 
whirh tlie records disclose were mnde 
by ndnilnistnitlve ofiicors. doubtless In- 
splrfMl !iy a zealous effort to discharge 
their duty, to establish a standard of 
their own to he used as a basis to 
render tlie section possible of execu- 
tion."

Pnris» Feb. 25.— The United States 
government, In Us note to the council 
of the League of Nations on the ques- 
tion of mandates, claims an equal con- 
cern and Interest with the other priu- 
clpul allied and associated powers la 
the overseas possessions of Uermnuy 
and in their disposition. 

This was shown when the note sent 
by the American State deinirtmeiit and 
laid before the council of the league 
Wednesday was made public. 

The council again look up the note. 
considering it with particular refer- 
ence to this claim advanced by the 
United States. Some of the other mem^ 
bers hold that America had forfeited 
such rights by withdrawing, as an as- 
sociated power, from the supreme 
council. 

In the summary of the note, which 
was made public Weduesdny, It was 
revealed 'that the United States de- 
clared that It had never given Its con- 
sent that the island of Yap. dn impor- 
tant link in the chain of cable commu- 
nications in the I'aciflc, be Included In 
tlie territories suhjected to the man- 
date of Japan. 

The principal feature of the note, In 
nddition to the points contained *ln the 
summary, was the American conten- 
tion of equal right and Interest in dis- 
posing of. Gernmny's overseas posses- 
sions. On this the noto said: 

"As one of the princlpnl allied nnd 
associated powers the United States 
has equal concern and Inseparable In- 
terest with the other principal allied 
nnd associated powers la tlie overseas 
possessions of (jormany, and conse- 
quently an equal voice in their dispo- 
Bltion, which it Is respectfully isuhmit- 
ted cannot he undertaken or effected 
without Its consent." 

deferring to the attribution of tlio 
island of Yap to Japan, the note roads: 
"While tlds government never as- 
sentsd to the inclusion of the Island 
of Yup In the proposed mandate to Ja- 
pan, It may be pointed out that even 
if one or more of the other princlpnl 
allied and associated powers were un- 
der misnpprelienslon as to the Inclu- 
sion of the l.^lnnd In the reported de- 
cision of JIny 7. 1019, nevertheless in 
the notes above mentioned the United 
States government makes clear Its po- 
sition.

"Therefore the position talien by the 
President on behalf of this government, 
clearly sot forth, necessarily had the 
result of effectively withdrawing any 
suggestion or implication, of ass-ent, 
mistakenly Imputed to this (joyoni|nent, 
long iMjfore December 17, 1020, the 
date of the council's meeting lu Ge- 
neva."

WILLIAMS ISSUES STATEMENT 



Comptrollep of Currency Declares Cor- 
poration Has Defrauded the Gov- 
brnment Out of Large Sums of 
Income and Profit's Taxes. 



Washington,' Felt. 28.— The United 
Stales Steel corporation bus euriied lu 
two years more than a billion doilara 
of prollts, "the exaction of whicli lias 
had a most disturbing and Injurious 
effect on onr country and our allies," 
according to u statement of John 
Skeltou Williams, comptroller ''of the 
currency. > 

Tills "swollen nnd unconscionable 
prollt," Mr. WTllIums charges, "was 
mnde selling steel at prices averaging 
$30 n ton Ih excess of the amount nec- 
essary to pay dividends on steel 
stocks." lie also charges that by 
manipulation of Its accounts the cor- 
poration defrauded tlie government 
out of large sums In income and ex- 
cess prollts tuxes. 

The statement by Mr. Williams fol- 
lowed a letter sent to Elbert U. Gary, 
president of the corporation, on Feb- 
ruary 15, nnd heretofore unpublished. 
In which Mr. Williams said: 

"Xo luslduous, sneaking projmgnnda 
of higli-brow or low-brow apostles of 
ruin could put In the popular inhul so 
mucli poison as refusal by such a cor- 
poration to do Its part towurd solving 
a great dllllcult problem, reviving In- 
dustry and business activities and pro- 
moting Industry and the peace and 
happiness of humanity." ^ 

In his statement Mr. Williams said: 
"Unnecessarily high prices exacted 
by the United States Steel corporation 
during 1018 for supplies of all kinds, 
especially steel and Iron prodacts. cost 
tlie government many Imndreds of mil- 
lions of dollars. 

"Oillulnl figures of the conioratlou 
show tlmt It charged, for every toa of 
Its steel products, an average of ahout 
$;10 more than necessary to pay divi- 
dends on steel stodvS. 

"The United States Steel corpora- 
tion produces close to one-half Of the 
steel made In the United States and 
through its subsidlarj- companies and 
powerful Ilnnncial and Industrial al- 
liances holds a dominating i)osltlon In 
the steel and Iron trade. 

"The company omdaily reports total 
value of Its business for 1018 at 
$1,2S8,02I).225. To create this product 
Ibe corporation paid out n total of 
S'iri2,GG3.r>24 on pay rolls. We (lad that 
thoy received an average of ?S7.70 per 
ton for every ton of the 1.1,12-1.050 tons 
of rolled steel and other products 
shipped to domestic nnd foreign 
tradQ.^ 

"The net earnings of the United 
States Steel corporation for 1018, as 
shown by Us annual report, amounted 
to sn40.lS0.O00.

000. 

"The eornlngs of the comimny were 
so large during 1018 that it could have 
doubled the wnges and would have 
had n surplus left of $00,517,000. 

"If the United States Steel corpora- 
tion had held prices to a moderate 
basis during the war, the government, 
our allies and the public w«ul(l liaVe 
been saved exactions amounting to 
many times the $2SS,000,000 to tie paid 
l)y It In federal income taxes. 

"The United States Steel corpora- 
tion with Its plethoric treasury could 
richly afford to say to the goverameut 
tliat for the remainder of this year It 
will sell its products at net cost, hav- 
ing made In tlie last two years more 
than a billion dollars of profits, the 
exaction of which had a most dis- 
turbing effect not, only on our allies 
hut upon our country In the midst of 
war. 

'•'The compnny's report states thnt 
Its Inventory was nrbltrarlly reduced 
by more than .$50,000,000 December ai. 
1018, by marking down stock oa hand 
from actual cost or market value to 
•normal prices.' But It does not say 
what prices they .regard as nor- 
mal. 

"My conclusion from tlio foregoing 
figures Is tlmt the United States Steel 
corporation should make a radical and 
Bharp reduction from the prices recom- 
mended by tlie Redneld "ommltteo."

Long nnd Block, engineer and flre- 
nmn of Ihe Michigan Central train the 
principal witnesses In any investi- 
gation, were taken to Nlles in a 
special train from Michigan City. Of- 
llclals of the railroad were reiiorted' 
hurrying to Nlies from all parts of 
the country. 

The New York Central tniin had

— If, some evening, writes n 
correspondent of the Times from Lis- 
bon, you should leave Madrid— thai 
luxurious but molancholy city, perched 
high above u wintry landscape of 
wlilch the' hard, bleak outlines are 
softened by a mist— and \t you shouUI 
tuke the little short-winded train that 
Jolts clieiirfully.'If pautliigly, 'all the 
wiiy to Lisbon three times a week, 
you will wake up the next morning In 
an enchanted land. 

You will see a dear, pale blue sky 
and a fresh, Joyous morning light 
touching forests of cork trees with sli- 
ver; Hocks of red brown goats frisk- 
ing in and'out among tbe bright red of 
the stripped tree trunks; a torrent 
gleaming among white locks; gaily 
painted liouses covered with llowerlng 
rose briars and surrounded by clumpi< 
of Blended pulms, and brilliant green 
orange trees laden with silver gilt fruit 
that twinkle like stars. Thus, with all 
the peaceful splendor of a Virginia 
laiulsciipe, Ihere pnsaos before your 
eyes' formnsa Lusltanin; "Jardln da 
Europu a bolra mar plantado," as the 
Portuguese poet Ulbelro called .It— 
garden of Europe set beside the sea. 

At every little station, as you drnw 
near the capital, the llrst-class coaches 
— there are no thirds — are Invaded by 
peasants wearing short Jackets and 
woolen caps tluit hang down onto 
their shoulders, ami women with Ivory 
faces framed In bright colored hand; 
kerchiefs,, all carrj'lng baskets of fruit, 
cheese or cackling fowls, nnd girt 
round with strings of partridges or 
woodcock. They swarm into tlie cor- 
ridors nnd onto the footboards with 
a friendly lack of ceremony ; questions 
are asked and jokes exchnnged In the 
soft, Bomewlmt heavy Tortnguese lan- 
guage, which has lost the rough quali- 
ties of Sparilsli, and loud, nnreslralnod 
laughter fills the air. It Is a pic- 
turesque, Intimate sort of scene, which 
has the advantnge of lasting too short 
a time to pall. 

Lisbon Worth Delay. 
If you arc on your wny to the Portu- 
guese Itlvlern, Lisbon Is well worth a 
few days' delay. Excqpt that the beds 
are a trlfie hard and that the heating, 
owing to tbe coal shortage, lonves 
something to be desired— but this docs 
not matter much,' for the sun slilnes 
nearly every dtiy— there are some 
quite good hotels. They arc well run, 
and oven the visitor who Is inerely 
passing through. is trentod as a friend.^ 
First, there Is the moilorn town, 
which lies In the plain at the foot of 
the seven hills. It begins on the edge, 
of the country with the superb Avenue 
de In Llberdad, with Its eight rows of* 
plane trees and palms. This thorough- 
fare extends nuijestlcally for half at 
mile, between villas and fine now 
houses, right into the heart of the city, 
the Roclo, n wide square overlooked by 
the hill upon which the rusty red cita- 
del stands. 

A dense crowd, dirferlng from norlh- 
crn crowds In tlmt It Is composed al- 
most entirely of men, passes up nnd 
down the fnotpuths and oil the streets ; 
there are few carriages or motorcars, 
but plenty 'of trnnicars, which are more 
numerous and better nm tluin hi any 
other Kurnpcan capital. Men form 



striking feature' of the crowd Is the 
bright anhnation which slmws In the 
brownefaccs and the natural elotiuence 
of the gestures. All around are hordes 
Of noisy street urchins selling newspa- 
pers and national lottery tickets— mis- 
chievous looking boys with black gimlet 
eyes and merry and Impudent laugh- 
ter. 

Women With Fish and Fruit 
Women come up from tlie harbor car- 
rying, halonced upon their funny little 
black hats— rather like battered "top- 
pers"-flarge round baskets filled with 
fish or golden fruit; oranges, pome- 
trranates and mandarlnfe. Their heads 
arc hound in bright colored handker- 
chiefs, and as they push through the 
masculine crowd they look like flowers 
bursting Into bloom In a mown fiebl. 

Lisbon has nuiny other pictures to 
offer. There are die old parts of tbe 
city, which are reached by picturesque 
nights of steps littered with .brown- 
facod children at piny and baskets of 
cakes and Mowers tended by women 
from distant lands. Here you will find 
narrow crowded streets not unlike cer- 
tain streets, in Naples, lined with tall 
houses strung with garlands of gnyly 
colored washing. '■-> 

■And there iire deserted squares 
wliore, through thohalf, open gateways 
of the bouses, you may catchy glimpses 
of mysterious gardens that turn your 
thoughts to the Arabian KIghts. Fur- 
ther still you come upon some old Por- 
tuguese palaces, with outlandish red 
fronts and big thickly barred windows, 
which look as though they cojdd tell 
many a strange story of love and 
death 

On ilie very top of the hills lie Lis- 
bon's fine parks, Sao Pedro d'Alcan- 
tara and the Bbtnulcnl Gardens, with 
their avenues of enormous palms and 
their Woods where northern oaks and 
huge tropical cactuses grow side by 
side. There are wonderfully bright 
emerald lawns nnd pink cascades of 
bougulnvllea . mirrored In motionless 
pools of water, and high warm ter- 
races looking out over vast stretches 
of reddish roofs descending In tiers 
down to the soo. 

But the best part of all, perhaps, Is 
the port, one of the. oldest In ^tho 
world. As your glance sweeps over 
the innumerable docks and tlio miles 
of quays you receive the Impression of 



a great medley of funnels and masts, 
long graV warships, hlunt, powerful 
tramps from pvery corner of the world, 
and the daintier lines of sailing ves- 
sels. Blue or vivid yellow fishing boats, 
with bulging red sails, copie in from 
the sea with their catch; their prows 
are boldly curved hack like those of 
tho Venetian gondolas, and they recall 
the.graceful llnc^ of the old-time cnra- 
vels which used to set out from Lisbon 
to conquer tlie world. -

CAUSE OF p.AMAGE TO ROADS«' 

Pernicious Practice of Overloading 
Small Trucks With Narrow Tires 
- Is Responsibly. 

With the rapid Incre.'ise In. the liuni- 
her of motortrucks operated over our 
highways, It has heoii found that 
raany of whjil nio called "Impr'ned" 
roads have failed to wlthsland the ad- 
dltloiuil trattlc Imposed by the new 
form of.locyl freight transport. ■ This 
has given rise to new problems 'of 
road construction' and inaluteuance, 
nnd In' some slates has led to 'the eu- 
acUnent of 'laws prohlhltlpg the use 
of the large capacity truck, on the 
lissuniptUm that It Is the heavy truck 
that- does mosl^ of the'*damago to the * 
road. sThe (Irst result of this legisla- 
tion has been to encourage tlie perni- 
cious practice of overloading, under 
which trucks designed to carry safe- 
ly a limited weight "are forced to car-* 
ry n lur^e addltloiial load. The tiros 
; of tho various sizes of truck are made 
; of a sufllclent width to prevent their 
breaking or cutting the coad surface 
I whenjoaded to their proper full ca- 
pacity, hut wiien an oVerfoad Is a"dd- 
' od the tiro width Is necessarily -too 
1; fUl^row^ nrul tjie dongor of Ipjurj; to 
■ r;the.i-ond becohvi^.g' maui?esT. Tlie tife 
width required for. certain loads has 
hecn carefully worked out nffer many • 
years' experience, nnd most sTatos 
have laws flj:ing tiie wolglit that Is 
borne by an Inch of tire width. In all . 
• standard types of truck the width of 
tire corresponds to the load tliat*can 
be safely carried, and truck iimnu- 
fucturers warn their customers against 
carrying a greater weight than that for 
which each size of truck Is designed. 
Tho enhctment of a law prqh'.blttng 
the use of large capacity trucks leave.^, 
the same tonnafje of freight to he 
moved, and with tho heavy truck 
barred resort must be had to tho 
smaller sizes. This means luMnany' 
cases less, economical and elllclent 
service, and prompts the nmnufactur- 
er or merchant to try to make up for 
lo.ss Iri load capacity by Increasing tho 
size of the load. With this ui^diilonul 
load tho gross weight on the tire ex- 
ceeds the factor of safety, nnd there- 
by Increases the danger of breaking 
the road surface/ It is self-evident 
that a truck designed to- carry two 
tons with corre.'^pondlng width of tires.

When you have rubbed and beaten It 
well, HO that -ynu have broken up nnd 
Imisened the cake accumulation, give 
the gariaent a good shaking and banc 
Ik In the >vlnd. 

Do not bang fiif^ In the sun, nor In 
any -warm place, for that- dries and 
Injures the skin. When you take the i 
ferment In, repeiit the shaking proce.s.s-| 
and If necessary the rubbing and bent. 
Ing. as well. This Is the method used 
by n professional cleaner.

Overloaded Truck increases Dan&er 
of Cuttihfl Surface of' Improved 
Roads. 

must do more damage to the ro.id 
when It carries a ton or .so more of loiid 
than Its tires- were Inlenfled for! • 
A striking examine of the relation 
of overloading to Impact. Is given In 
the preliminary report of the Uulted 
States bureau of public roads, In 
which It Is stateil .(hat a three-ton 
truck, with a hmd of five 'tons, ruu- 
uhig at a speed of 15 miles per hour 
over a two-Inch rut. had an Impact of 
slightly over 17 tons, while a GV6-ton 
truck with a load of 5^ tons, under 
the same conditions had an Impact of 
only 12. tons. The fact that the ovur- 
loaded truck bad u-heavler "unsprung" 
weight, that Is. -welKht not su.staincd 
by springs, accounted to some extent 
for Its greater Impact, but there can 
he no question that tho overloading 
was a material factor In causing the 
greatly Increased^ wiicol pressure on 
the road. 

Against this danger truck owners 
nre constantly being warned by truck 
,nninufacturers. who strongly advise 
that no truck sln>uld be made to carry 
a greater Ipad than the weight de- . 
flned by Its classincatlon. Some states 
have enacted laws imposing flues for 
truck overloading, but It will proba- 
bly he found that enlI«htenoil self-in- 
terest will prove to be the best check 
on a practice that has been shown lo 
be dangerous both to truck owners 
and drivers- and the general public; 
and a source of Injury to our roads 
that materially limits the benelita 
from the motortruck as a new agency 
for local freight transport.
